thing more than mere vengeance by

The man who fired the actual shot that 
killed the woman died by his own hand rather 
than face death on the gallows. The other 
two faced trial and were convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hung. They did not fire a shot 
in the murder. They were the companions of 
the murderer, his accomplices in the commis- 
sion of the crime of robbery. 

That only one man committed the actual 
act of murder makes no difference under the 
law. His companions stood before the bar of 
justice equally as guilty as the man who did 
the actual murder. All three were engaged in 
the robbery, and that made all of them guilty 
of murder when any one of them committed 
the act that brought death to the victim of the 
robbery. 

Such is the law punishing the crime of mur- 
der. Youths who become associated with 
others for the purpose of committing crime— 
even when there is no thought of murder as 
far as they are concerned—might well study 
the result of this slaying of the Japanese wo- 
man. They face the demand of the state that 
they die on the gallows should any member 
of a group engaged in a robbery or holdup, 
or other crime, kill their victim. 

It is true not all juries will fix the death 
penalty for all those engaged in a crime which 
results in murder. In the case of the murder 
of Constable James West of Needles, only one 
paid the death penalty. Slater fired the actual 
shot. Brown, his companion in the robbery of 
a filling station and the subsequent effort to 
dispose of the stolen goods, is serving a life 
sentence. 

There is one celebrated criminal case in 
which an officer was killed by one of two bur- 
glars. They were arrested; each blamed the 
other for the actual shooting and the state 
could not prove which one actually fired the 
shot. But the state demanded that both die, 
it was immaterial which one actually fired the 
shot. And both were hung. 

So a youth, or even a man of greater ex- 
perience, may face death on the gallows even 
though there was no murder in his heart. He 
is held responsible for what his companions 
may do when they are all engaged in the com- 
mission of a crime. The theory of the law is 
they are all prepared, if one is prepared, to do 
murder, and if murder is committed then they 
are equally guilty. Indeed it pays to be care- 
ful of associations particularly when there is 
erime afoot.

World Stands On Honesty 


(Kansas City Star) 


A concern engaged in a nation-wide busi- 


ness which depends upon a high degree of 


confidence in the average person’s integrity, 
declares, after several years of experience, 
that the American people are ‘‘100 per cent 
honest.’’ The statement seems pretty broad, 
especially in view of the fact that fraudulent 
schemes manipulated by fairly large numbers 
of persons mean a loss of more than one-half 
billion dollars to the American people annual- 
ly, and of the further fact that the nation’s 
annual crime bill has been estimated at some- 
thing like ten billion dollars. Yet, despite 
these and other considerations, it could be 
maintained, perhaps without much difficulty, 
that a large majority of people are honest. 
Obviously, were that not the case the entire 
structure of business would collapse. 

The rapid growth of credit business or in- 
stallment selling is one evidence of a wide con- 
fidence in the honesty of the average person. 
There are credit losses, to be sure, as perhaps 
every firm engaged in business of ‘the type 
could testify. But the volume of these is not 
sufficient to interfere seriously with the gen- 
eral and expanding practice of trusting the 
public. Co-operation of credit firms and agen- 
cies, together with requirement of reasonable 
security in most cases, has served to hold to a 
minimum the number of persons who might be 
inclined to practice dishonesty through refusal 
to meet their obligations. 

Dishonesty has become increasingly diffi- 
eult. But that alone hardly explains the sit- 
uation. Most persons can be trusted; most 
persons desire to do the right thing, both in 
business and in other relations. The world 
has progressed and is maintained through the 
integrity of the average individual.

Since it now seems clear that 
the urgent need and the spirited pleas of South- 
ern California, the common interest of all 
Americans, and the whole-hearted approval of 
the national administration, are not, combined 
in one mighty foree, sutficient to secure the 
passage of the Swing-Johnson bill, a spade may 
quite as well be called a spade. It is not, in 
this instance, invisible government struggling 
with visible government because the power 
trust seems to be out in the open. 

No member of the United States Senate is 
better qualified than Senator Johnson to give 
a spade its proper technical appellation. We 
are, in this instance, for him. 
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Modesto’s New Billboard Law 
(Modesto News-Herald) 


The city council has passed a billboard or- 
dinance designed to regulate ‘‘unregulated”’ 
billboards in the city of Modesto. It was at the 
request of numerous citizens that the ordi- 
nance was passed, there being none on the 
statute books of the city pertaining to ‘this 
matter. 

The ordinance was the result of a reading 
of a large number of ordinances on the subject 
and a review of the law relating to billboards. 
The new measure, while drastic, is equitable 
and is designed ‘to fully protect the interests 
of the people. | 

It puts billboards under control of the coun- 
cil and prescribes certain rules which must be 
followed in the erection and maintenance of 
this class of structure. In passing the ordin- 
ance the council had in mind that billboards 
have been too freely scattered about the city 
without regard to the rights of adjacent prop- 
erty owners. 

The council is to be commended on taking 
this progressive step, which should meet with 
the approval of the people in Modesto.

We took all 
the precautions known to the spraying 
game, but still had quite a leaf drop 
aud some damage to fruit. This seer - 
ed to happen with all the spray mater- 
ials that were used this season. This 
was the worst spraying season on re- 
cord from the damage standpoint. 

The kill seems to be about the same 
with Triumph Oil and Lime-Sulphur, 
Traona or Volck. 8.0.S. and Peerless 
also show good results, but we did not 
use much of these materials, Triumyh 
Oil should be used on lemons in August 
or September. for the best results, but 
I would not advise spraying orange 
with Triumph until after the first 
October, as the chance of burning the 
fruit is too great before this time, 
Volek can be applied at any time, but 
we do not advise spraying lemons with 
this material as we understend that
